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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the structure recited in the rejected claims is fully 
met by the embodiment identified in the final rejection. Passage 115 of Fig. 9 of Ogushi et al. reads on the claimed "liquid ejection port". 
Similarly, regarding claim 26, heat receiver 1 of Fig. 9 of Ogushi et al. accommodates liquid phase fluid, and gaseous or liquid fluid will 
be supplied or ejected from reservoir 111 to heat receiver 1 as vapor pressure is equalized via line 5, allowing liquid to proceed through 
line 115 to achieve a desired level in the heat receiving part which equals the level in reservoir 111. 
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
